“We pronounce, declare and define to be a dogma, revealed 
by God: that the Immaculate Mother of God, Mary, ever a Vir- 
gin, at the end of her earthly life, was taken up into celestial 
glory, in soul and body.” 

Thus spoke Pope Pius XII, supreme head of the Roman Catho- 
lic church, when he solemnly proclaimed the doctrine of the As- 
ri to all the faithful throughout the world last Wednes- 

ay. 

For centuries Catholics have firmly believed that the virginal 
body of Mary, Mother of God, was not allowed to suffer corrup- 
tion but was taken triumphantly up to heaven and enthroned 
among the angels and saints. That Mary’s mortal and glorified 
body is now living immortally united to her soul is a supernatural 
fact and can be guaranteed to us not by human testimony but only 


by Divine revelation in the sacred scriptures and tradition. 

Basis of the doctrine of the Assumption can be found in the 
Apocalypse, in the Apocrypha (unauthentic amplifications on 
scriptural writings) , and in the works of St. Gregory of Tours, 
one of the earliest reliable authorities on church history. 

Why the definition? Our Holy Father has announced that it is 
of great spiritual and religious value. We ourselves know that in 
4 materialistic world so confused and torn by the evils of war and 
by the degradation of the human body, the immediate occasion 
seems appropriate. Man today tends to ignore the sacredness of 
God's beings, to deny the immortality of the soul and the future 
resurrection of the body. 

Let us hope that this definition of the Assumption, based on 
the fundamental dignity of the Mother of God, will add new dig- 
nity to the children of God.
